_ from which a few flakes of snow drifted 
-earthward. The ground was covered by new 
snow and a knife-edged northwest wind had 
the mercury shivering in a little heap at 
the bottom of the thermometer, This was 
the cheerful weather picture that greeted 
those that showed up for the Nelson Lake 
trip the Saturday before last.

About thirty people met at us Toulumne 
roadhead for the trip, and this number _ 
dwindled to twenty after a brief assess- 
ment of what the weather gods were offer- 
ing us for the weekend.

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DINOSAUR RIVER TRIPS - 1955 


a Of the Sierra Club's five river trips through the Dinosaur National Monument 
this summer, two trips were down the Yampa River and into the Green, and three _ 
trips were down the Green River through Lodore Canyon. Stuart Dole of the Sierra 


Club and Bus Hatch of the Hatch River Expedition Company organized these trips 


with careful thought given to every detail. 


_ Bus Hatch, who has been called the daddy of the Green River and Yampa River 
boatmen, has been running rivers for thirty years. He has run the entire Colorado 


, many times and also taken parties down the Salmon River and the Middle Fork of the — 


Salmon, His skill and technique in boat handling is unsurpassed. He selects his 
poatmen with great care, and they are a credit to his organization, | Na 

For the descriptive beauty and majesty of the Yampa River and the color and 
grandeur of the Lodore Canyon, I suggest that you read "This is Dinosaur" by Wal- 
lace Stegner. The writer enjoyed the book more after making five trips down the 
river than when it was read the first time, 


A record number of Sierra Club members made the trip in’1955..' Sik) and seven 
of the large rubber rafts were used on each trip. The ages of the group ranged 


from six to seventy-seven, | 


“The Yampa trip starts at Lilly Park with a short run to Anderson's Hole. A 
few unnamed rapids are encountered which the rafts glide over with ease, but to 


the foldboats and kayaks it is a promise of things to come. The second day is a 


twenty-five mile run in swift water, through Tepee Rapids and others in prepara- 
tion for Big Joe rapid, which is the largest rapid on the Yampa River, Camera 


and movie enthusiasts line the river bank to take shots of the rafts and fold- 


boats going through this white water. This year all of the small boats success-— 


fully ran Big Joe. From Hardin Hole on, the water smooths out and swimming and 


water fights are the order of the day. Warm Springs is another rapid that proved

At Steamboat Rock in Echo Park, the Yampa River loses its identity and joins 


the Green River. During the lunch stop at Echo, many take a hike up to Whisper- 


ing Cave. On this hike there are Indian petroglyphs, some similar to those seen 
the previous day at Mantle's ranch, Also, the cave near Mantle's ranch is 
extremely interesting. CO adi 


A few miles out of Echo Park one is into Whirlpool Canyon, so named by Powell, 
the first white man down the Green and Colorado Rivers. The rafts had nothing 


s but an interesting and exciting ride through this canyon, but the foldboats found

H The next stop was at Jones Creek, a delightful spot. Hiking up Jones Creek 

is interesting, swimming through the rapids at the campsite is grand sport, some 

try rock climbing and there is also fishing.
